THE  BRITISH  APPLE  ItAKKET 

Large  amounts  of'wasty  and  overripe  "barreled  stoc'c  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  Ee"bruai''y  4  resulted  in  the  demand  slov/ing  up  for  American 
apples,  according  to  a  ca'ble  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  E"arope 
for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Prices  on  the  whole 
were  not  much  cha.nged  from  those  naling  last  week  hut  were  prohahly  somewhat 
depressed  hy  the  poor  condition  fruit  flooding  the  market .     The  cargo  of  the 
S.  S.  Scythia  was  in  particularly  poor  condition.     The  quality  of  New  England 
apples  ranged  widely.     The  majority  of  the  New  York  Rhode  Island  C-reening  of- 
ferings which  were  not  packed  in  shredded  oiled  paper  were  scalded.  Supplies 
of  "both  "boxes  and  "barrels  were  moderate.     The  condition  of  the  "boxes  was  gener- 
ally good.    A  large  percentage  of  the  "boxed  stock,  ■  though,  was  withdrawn  from 
the  auction  "because  of  the  unsatisfactory  prices. 

The  London  apple  m.arket  was  mach  more  active  than  last  week.  Oregon 
15:ewtowns  met  a  strong  demand.    Washington  Winesaps  were' in  "better  inqui  i-y  also. 
Prices  were  on  about  the  same  levels  as  Liverpool  for  the  first  time  in  several 
weeks.     Supplies  of  American  apples  were  moderate.'   The ' condition  of  the  boxed 
stock  was  good  but  many  barreled  offerings  v/ere'  sca.lded,  mostly  due  to  lack  of 
shredded  oiled  paper.     Sound  barreled  stock  was' in  good  demand. 

Low  grade  apples  continue  tomeet  with  little  inquiry  on  the  British 
markets.     (The  same  is  also  true  of  continental  markets.)'    Barreled  apples  packed 
in  shredded  oiled  paper  have  been  arriving  practically  free  of  scpld  but  those 
not  so  packed,  partic^^la^ly  York  Imperials,  Staymans'and  Rhode  Island  G-reenings, 
have  suffered  heavy  discount  due  to  scald.     Slacks  have  been  numerous  among  New 
York  and  New  England  apples  this  season.     This  costs  the  shipper,  from  fifty  cents 
to  seventy-five  cents  per  barrel  on  the  average'.    Apple  and  pear  shipments  are 
becoming  lighter.    The  trade  is  of  the  opinion  "that  the  boxed  apple  market  should 
be  favorable  from  now  on  to  the  end'-of  the  season  provided  the- supplies  are  not 
excessive. 

Pear  prices  were'  slightly  higher  than  those  ruling  last  week' at  both 
Liverpool  and  London.     The  bulk  of  the  offerings  consisted. of  Washington  Winter 
Nelis  although  some  Oregon  and  Calif ornia .Nelis  were  also  offered  at  Liverpool. 
Extra  Fancy  193/smaller  Oregon  An.jous  at  London  sold  at  $2.55  to  $2.92  per  box 
and  the  Fancy  I65/I8O  size  made  around  $2.55.
